CHURCH ATTENDANCE NOTES 

Church attendance in the United 
States reached a record high during 
1958, it was announced by Religion in 
American Life. It is reported on the 
basis of a Gallup Poll that 50,500,000 
American adults attended church or 
synagogue services during an average 
week. This figure represents 49% of the 
total adult civilian population in the 
country. 

Worship attendance was highest in 
the Midwest — 54 per cent of all adults 
—than in the East, South, or Far West. 
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Superintendent’s Corner 


Occasionally the question is raised, 
“Do. our churches observe Lent?” A 
companion question is, “Do our church- 
es observe Holy Week?” 

I do not have enough information at 
hand to answer these questions in any 
detailed way. The indications are that 
the majority of our churches do not ob- 
serve Lent in any significant way. At 
the same time, there is evidence of in- 
creasing observance of Holy Week. 

This latter is a healthy sign. Holy 
Week begins with Palm Sunday, which 
marks the triumphal entry of Jesus in- 
to Jerusalem. Many churches have ser- 
vices throughout the week that are cen- 
tered around the activities of Jesus on 
each day of the last week of his life 
leading to the crucifixion. 

Thursday is the time for the obser- 
vance of the Last Supper. Many chur- 
ches receive new members at this ser- 
vice. Friday is, of course, Good Friday 
—the day of the crucifixion. 

Then follows the celebration of glor- 
ious Easter Sunday with all of its mes- 
sage of reconciliation and triumph. 

It is a spiritual experience of tre- 
mendous depth for a church to observe 
Holy Week.

The Legend Of The 
Dogwood Tree 


At the time of the Crucifixion, the 
dogwood tree was as large and strong 
as the oak, and was chosen as the tim- 
ber for the Cross. 

To be used for this purpose distressed 
the tree, and Jesus, in His pity, prom- 
ised: “Never again shall you grow large 
enough to be used for a cross. Hence- 
forth the dogwood tree shall be slend- 
er and twisted; its blossoms in the form 
of a cross... two long and two short 
petals, At the edge of each petal there 
shall be nail prints; in the center of the 
flower a Crown of Thorns. And this 
tree shall be chérished as a reminder 
of My Cross.” 

So it has been, and the springtime 
flowering of the dogwood has remained 
a symbol of Divine Sacrifice and the 
triumph of Eternal Life. 


Our World In Miniature 


HENRY SMITH LEIPER 


If in imagination we compress the 
present population of the world, now 
over two and a half billion, into a group 
of a thousand persons living in a sing’e 
town, the following is the picture of 
contrasts we would then vividly see: 

Sixty persons would represent the U. 
S. population; all others would be re- 
presented by 940. The 60 Americans 
would have half the total income of the 
entire town; the 940 would share the 
other half, 

Thirty-six of the Americans in the 
town would be Christian Church mem- 
bers; and 24 would not. In the town as 
a whole, about 300 would be Christians 
and 700 would not. At least 80 persons 
in the whole town would be believing 
Communists and 370 would be under 
Communist domination. Possibly 70 in 
the whole town would be Protestant 
Christians. 

Three hundred and three persons in 
the whole town would be white; 697 
would be non-white, The 60 Americans 
would have an average life expectancy 
of 70 years; all the other 940 would av- 
erage under 40. 

The Americans would have 15% 
times as much per person as all the rest 
on an average. They would produce 16 
per cent of the town’s total food supply, 
eat up all but 1%% of that total 
supply and keep most of it for their fu- 
ture use in expensive storage equ‘p- 
ment. When it is remem‘ered that most 
of the 940 non-Americans in the town 
would always be hungry and never 
know quite when they get enough to 
eat, the situation created by this dis- 
parity in food supply and the existence 
of vast reserves becomes fairly appar- 
en‘, particularly in view of the fact 
that the Americans already eat 72 per 
cent above the optimum food require- 
ments. They could actually save money 
by giving away excess food because of 
the cost of storing it; but they think 
that would be a dangerous “give-away 
program of soft-headed do gooders.” 

The 60 Americans would have of the 
town’s total supply, 12 times as much 
electric power as all the rest; 22 times 
as much coal; 21 times as much petro- 
leum; 50 times as much steel, and 50 
times as much in general equipment. 

Literally most of the non-American 
people in the town would be poor, 
hungry, sick and ignorant. Almost half 
would not be able to read or write.
